Poisons are 
available in 
our homes 


An average of 100,000 persons, most of 
them children under 5 years old, are given 
emergency treatment for accidental poison¬ 
ing during the year in Los Angeles, according 
to recent statistics from L.A. County. 

Over 65,000 phone calls were received 
from the poison control center sponsored by 
the L.A. County Medical Association. An 
average of 5500 calls per month are received 
at this center alone. 

Parents should be cautioned again that 
medicine, household preparations. Insect 
sprays, kerosene, lighter and fluids, some 
furniture polishes, turpentine, paints, sol¬ 
vents and products containing lye and acids 
are most frequently the cause of accidental 
poisoning among children. 

Bottles of aspirin or other pills should 
never be left out of place. Those bottles 
should be kept out of sight and reach even 
if they have a so-called safety cap. 

Cleaning fluids, detergents, lye, soap 
powders, insecticides and other everyday 
household products should be stored away 
from food and medicafions. 

Children should not be deceived by 
having flavored medicines called “candy." 
When left alone, they may locate the bottle 
and eat or drink its contents. 

Everyone's medicine cabinet should 
contain Ipecac Syrup, according to the Fed¬ 
eral Food and Drug Administration. The drug, 
used to induce vomiting In poisoning cases, 
is available without a prescription under a 
variety of brand names as well as its generic 
name. Before using it, however, parents or 
guardians should call a doctor or emergency 
room for advice because vomiting is not 
recommended in certain poisoning cases. 

With summer here and everyone living a 
more leisurely pace, it's still important to 
stay alert for children's sakes.

Savor Summer’s Flowers 


"And thts same flower that smiles today tomorrc^ 
will be dying,” sighed the lyric poet Robert Herrick long 
ago. The rest of us have also lamented this pheno¬ 
menon. 

Here’s a way you can preserve the short-lived abun¬ 
dance of summer flowers. The simplest way Is to dry 
them by hanging them upside down In bunches. Choose 
a cool, dry place that is well ventilated and allow them 
to hang for 2 to 2Vi weeks. 

Fleshy headed or delicately petaled flowers need a 
drying agent such as borax to help them retain their 
shape and colors. Pour an Inch or so of borax Into a 
cardboard box, place flowers face-side down on the sur¬ 
face and gently cover them with more agent. Put a lid 
on the box and sotre them in a warm place. Smaller 
flowers can be removed In a day or two, but large 
varieties may need to be stored for two weeks. 

Dried flowers should have a crisp, paper-llke texture. 
If still damp after specified time, continue drying by the 
same method.

Edwin L. Rose 

: Private memorial services 
were held for Edwin L. Rose, 
Sierra Madre, who died July 
7 following a short illness. 

Mr. Rose was born Oct. 
13, 1900, in Colton, Calif., 
the first-boui child of Ed¬ 
win H. and Margaret Elisa¬ 
beth Rose. He was educated 
at Pasadena High School and 
at Troupe College (now Cal¬ 
tech) in a program for gifted 
high .school students. 

He matriculated in the co¬ 
operative engineering course 
of MIT and graduated in the 
1922 class, the youngest grad¬ 
uate at that time to receive 
the dual baccalaureate and 
Master’s degrees in electrical 
engineering. He also pursued 
further graduate studies at 
MIT. Mr. Rose was elected 
to Sigma Xi. 

The deceased taught courses 
in electrical engineering and 
electrophysics at MIT and 
practiced as a consultant en¬ 
gineer. In 1926 he was asked 
by the Dept, of Interior to 
be |he supervising engineer 
for electrical power genera¬ 
ting and distribution systems 
at the Coolidge Dam in the 
San Carlos Indian Reserva¬ 
tion at Coolidge, Ari/. In 
addition to his designated re¬ 
sponsibilities, he became 
deeply involved in the struc¬ 
tural design of this, the lar¬ 
gest mutiple dome dam in 
the world. 

He returned to Boston for 
a period of consulting and 
then moved to Waterbury, 


Conn, where he became chief 
engineer of the Waterbury 
Tool Co. Here he was in¬ 
strumental in the develop¬ 
ment of the first automatic 
electro-hydraulic and me¬ 
chanical loading systems and 
their associated fire controls 
to be used on 16-in. gun 
installations on American 
battleships. The first system 
was installed in the North 
Carolina of the Washington- 
class battleships. 

With the advent of WWII, 
he was asked by Dr. Vane- 
var Bush to serve on the 
National Defense Research 
Committee. He worked on 
the development of high speed 
firing mechanism for light 
and heavy weapons, fire con¬ 
trol systems, radar systems, 
and other areas. 

He was a participant in 
the Manhattan Project, and 
for his effort he received 
a presidential citation signed 
by President Harry S. Tru¬ 
man in commendation for 
his contribution to the war 
effort. 

Following a period of con¬ 
sulting engineering, he be¬ 
came the technical director 
of Redstone Arsenal from 
1959-’63 and was instrumen¬ 
tal then in setting up an en¬ 
gineering organization that 
would lead into the develop¬ 
ment of tactical missiles and 
space technology. 

Later, he returned to en¬ 
gineering practice, serving 
for a time as director of

research for the Miami Ship¬ 
building Corp. in the area of 
hydrofoil technology. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rose moved 

to Sierra Madre in 1959 and 
he continued his engineering 
practice in pollution controls. 

Mr. Rose is listed in the 
International Who’s Who of 
Intelligence (Vol. IV). 

He is survived by his wife, 
Rosalie Manning Rose, and 
his son Roderick M. Rose 
of Long Island, N.Y. Grand-j
